gynnyng of this Sommer, ſo as theyz doynges | 
map be certified, in ſuch ſozt, as they were com⸗ 
maunded and pꝛelcribed the laſt pere. 
And belpdes theſe, her Maieſtie fyndeth Iylie 
caule to haue two other great enoꝛmities daylye 
encrealyng in this her Kealme, to be ſpedyly re⸗ 
fourmed, foz whiche there do remapne in koꝛce 
good lawes. The one is, the monſtruous abule 
of Ipparell almoſt in all eſtates, but pzincipally 
in the meaner ſoꝛt. The other is, the decay and 
diſfurniture of all kynde of Bozſes fo2 ſeruice 
within the Realme. And becauſe her Maieſtie 
perce1neth, that although thelawes be very pe- 
nall in both theſe caſes, yet without ſome ſpeci⸗ 
all direction geuen koꝛ thexecution therot. the re» 
foꝛmation wpll not enſue: Her Maieſtie hath 
cauſed the Statutes, remapnyng in koꝛce foꝛ 
both the ſayde purpoles, to be bꝛiefelp collected. 
and pzeſently by this her Pzoclamatio chargeth
